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Sweet Kerb* 
Tho use made by tweet herbs by families 
during the fall and winter months is consid­ 
erable, and though amoug farmers it is an 
easy matter for them to secure enough for 
their personal wants out of their owu gar­ 
dens; yet, persons living in our villages aud 
larger towns are unable to supply themselves 
save at the druggists and then generally with 
that of inferior quality. This latter condition 
growing out of the fact that the volatile oil 
contained iu all this class of plants, is nearly, 
if not all lost during the fruit season after 
they have been gathered and cured. 
Hence 
the quality of sweet herbs depends mainly on 
their freshness. They should be gathered just 
as they come into bloom and be spread to dry 
in the shade and thore packed away as much 
from the air as possible. If, after drying, the 
leaves should be picked from the stalk3 and 
put into air tight cans, tho peculiar virtues of 
the herb would be more effectually preserved. 
There is little doubt that farmers and garden­ 
ers could make it profitable to grow summer 
savory, laveuder, sage, thyme, Ac., tying it 
in small bundles and selling it iu the market 
or to families. 
There are scotes of people 
who would be elad to secure each season 
ftesh sage for their sausages, and summer sa­ 
vory and thvme for their roast beef and poul­ 
try stuffing. 
The culture of these herbs is simple, as 
they are readily grown from seeds and pro­ 
duce liberally on any good garden soil. 
The 
following description and method of culture 
from the pen of W. H. White in the Country 
Gentleman will boa sufficiency to the cultiva­ 
tion of some of the most desirable. 
Lavender.—A hardy, low growiug herbf 
very fragrant, most largely used for distilling, 
obtaining the oil; and as lavender water, of­ 
ten used in medicine; the herb sometime used 
as a pot herb. It is propagated from seeds, 
slips or cuttings, and by division .of roots. 
Seeds may be sown as early as the ground can 
be well worked in the Bpring, making the 
seed-bed soil light and smooth;- cover the 
seed but lightly, and sow in six-inch drills; 
transplant when seedlings are three or four 
inches high, one foot apart, hi two-foot rows. 
Slips are set in early spring, two-thirds their 
length in tho soil, at distances same as seed­ 
ling plants. Roots may be divided and reset 
in, either spring or fall. 
Sage.—The common green sage of our 
gardens is a hardy perennial, shrubby, low- 
growing plant, propagated from seeds or by 
division of roots. Sow the seed in rich, mel­ 
low loam beds or ground early in spring; thin 
or transplant in June to 12 inches, in 18-lnch 
rows; if thinned, the plants may be either re­ 
set or saved and dried for use. 
G a th erin g.— 
Cut the greeu shoots and leaves before the 
flowering shoots are developed, or if these 
last are cut out soon after their first appear­ 
ance, the leaves are largely increased on the 
plants; dry the gathered leaves, etc., in a 
dry, airy loft of some building, or in the open 
attic of the house. 
A bed ouce started and 
well cared for annually will serve for quite a 
number of years. 
Its uses are well known to 
all experienced housekeepers. 
Half a dozen 
roots will give a supply for the average of 
farmers’ families. 
Thyme.—7. vulgaris is the variety for gar­ 
den culture, a hardy perennial plant, of shrub­ 
by growth; a most agreeable herb and condi­ 
ment for soups, for stuffings and for sauces. 
Sow seeds in April or May, in shallow drills 
12 inches apart, and thin to two to four inches. 
Roots may bo divided and reset in April. 
Make as many parts as the roots and tops will 
admit of. 
Cut and dry the leaves and shoots, 
in August or September, same as directed for 
sage; when dry, the leaves may be stripped 
ofl and pressed in tight paper or tin boxes. 
Thus preserved, they will 
preserve their 
strength and flavoring principle very much 
longer than if left to hang ia tho attic. 
S avory, known commonly as summer savo- 
ry, annual, grows twelve to fifteen inches 
high; leaves opposite; branches in pairs; 
flowers flesh-colored, growing from the base 
of the leaves near the upper portion of the 
plant; seeds small, retaining germinativo pro­ 
perties two years. Sow seeds in May, in light 
mellow soil, in shallow drills, sixteen inches 
apart, and thin the plants to six inches in the 
drills; gather by cutting the plants by the 
ground when they begin to show flowers, and 
dry in an airy, shady place. Its uses for fla­ 
voring, etc., are too well known to need men­ 
tioning here. 
If the dried leaves are pulver­ 
ized and put up in junk bottles corked tight, 
or in sealed tin cans, they will preserve their 
aroma for a long time.

FINANCIAL MEA SC KES. 


The veto message of the President having 
put a new phase upon th* carrency question, 
the introduction of new bills relating to that 
subject has I icon resumed and a number were 
introduced in the House under the regular 
Monday morning call, and like those intro­ 
duced by unanimous consent during last week, 
were referred to the Committee on Banking 
nnd Currency. 
Among them was the bill of 
Poland of Vermont to provide a full system of 
national hanking aud for tho resumption of 
3|>eeie payment. 
Section one repeal* all laws 
limiting the 
amount of circulation to.be issued to national 
banks. 
Section two provides for the issue of circu­ 
lating notes to all associations formed in ac­ 
cordance with existing laws. 
Section Ihreelprovides.for the cancellation 
of United State* notes to the extent of fifty 
lier cent, of the amount of the increase of 
national bauk notes till outstanding United 
States notes are reduced to $230,000,000. 
Section four authorizes the Secretary, for 
Hie purpose of retiring legal tender notes, to 
issue bonds uot exceeding $100,000,000, re­ 
deemable in coin at pleasure, of the United 
States after twenty aud thirty years respect 
holy, the further bearing five and the !ili*r 
four and a half lier cent. coin interest, pays 
blo semi-annually. 
Section live provides for the redemption of 
United States in coin after January 1st, 11875, 
on'preseutatlon al the Treasury or any sub 
Treasury, and that after that date fifty per 
centum of all customs duties may be paid in 
United Stales notes. 
Section six provides the allowance of inter­ 
est oil deposit* by one hanking association to 
another. 
Mr. Hooper’* bill authorizes a further issue 
of bank notre, but limits the amount issaed to 
$1$ per capita of population of any state or 
territory reporting to th* census of 1870 and 
provides that uot more than one-half of th* 
reserves of banks shall consist of the balance 
due from associations for the redemption of 
its notes. 
Lawrence's bill provides fora resumption of 
sjiecie payment by increase of duties on spir­ 
ituous, vinuous and malt liquors, silks, dia­ 
monds and other articles of luxury ten per 
cent. monthly until increased a hundred per 
cent. above the present rates, duties payable 
in gold, and the accumulation in the Treasury 
thereby of four hundred millions coin for the 
purchase* of Uuited States notes.

A confidential clerk had stolen some papers 
of the firm aud handed them over to Jayne, 
when the latter summoned Caldwell to trial 
and informed him, as he did everybody else, 
that his case was the worst h i (Jayne) ever 
saw; that he never met with a clearer case of 
fraud. The Invoices were correct, but in a few 
items commissions of three |>er cent, instead 
Of five were added, involving a loss to the 
government of $984 on invokes of $80,000.—, 
' ayne suggested a compromise for $60,000.

Mr. Speaker:—I rise to second the reso­ 
lutions presented by the mend er from Massa­ 
chusetts. 
I believe that they express a senti­ 
ment which pervades the hearts of all the peo­ 
ple whose representatives are here assembled. 
.Strange as in looking back upon the p u t the 
assertion may seem, impossible as it would 
have been ten years ago to make it, it is no 
less tree to-day that Mississippi regrets the 
death of Charles Sumner and sincerely unites in 
paying honors to his memory not because of 
the splendor of bis intellect, though in him 
was extinguished one of the brightest lights 
which have Illumined tho councils of the gov­ 
ernment for nearly a quarter of ii century; 
not because of the high culture, elegant schol­ 
arship aud varied learning which revealed 
themselves so clearly in all his public cflort* 
as to justify the application to him of John­ 
son's 
felicitious expression, 
“ He touched 
nothing which he did notudorn;" not this, 
though these are qualities by no means, it is 
to b« feared, so common in public places us to 
make their disappearance in even a single 
instance a matter of inditlerence; but because 
of those peculiar aud strongly marked moral 
traits of his character wlii«lt gave coloring to 
the whole tenor of his singularly dramatic 
public career, making him for a long period 
to a large |>ortion of Ti is count nr men the object 
of as deep and paas'onaie hostility us lo an­ 
other he was one of etithusiastic’iulniiratlon, 
and which are not less a cause that now unites 
all these parties,so widely differing, in common 
sorrow to-day over his lifeless remains.

They are going to hang a man in Canada 
next Fourth of July. We suppose aa a fact

Less things than that have brought 
on terrible wars before now and if we do get 
into a flgbt with the' people and Sberifl of 
Welland, Ont., they will regret it to the day 
when they are severally hung themselves. As 
for Finn, the coming victim, we don’t know 
him, but our Bird must not be fusulted. 
That old saw about curses like chickens 
coming home to roost: Bismarck understands 
it now better than he did when he was a fight­ 
ing student at Heidelburgh. He wanted to 
annex Alsace and Lorraine and did do it. 
Now when his autocratic military bill comes 
up in the German Parliament, providing for 
the raising of a contingent of 401,000 troops 
to preserve the results of the French conquest, 
naturally the members from the provinces 
mentioned vote and lobby against Ibis act of 
tyranny aud oppression; and so the Prince 
finds his foes to be they of his own household. 
Notwithstanding the great demonstration over 
German unity some years ago, we shall miss 
our guess if discordant elemeuts do not be­ 
come more aud more apparent in the Kaiser’s 
empire as the strong hands that bind it now 
are one by one relaxed in death. 
It is hinted that President Grant sat upon 
the fence as to his future action upon the in­ 
flation bill until be read the speech of Jones 
of Nevada. Schurz was flowery, Bayard was 
profeundly legal, Sherman, Chandler and 
Morrill were each unanswerable in their way, 
but It was reserved for a new man to make a 
speech by accident rather than by design to 
knock the doubts out of the executive mind 
by the sledge-hammer of the homeliest com­ 
mon senss. The gossips at the capital go so 
far as to say that passages ia the veto mes­ 
sage indicate by both their roasoning and 
their phraseology that the composing intellect 
was colored and swayed by a strong infusion 
of Jones. For this, wo thank Gen. Grant and 
we thank Jones—the former for his receptivi­ 
ty—the latter for his ability to put things. 


C on servative C hicago. 
Chicago presents the two extremes of the 
most radical progress in worldly tilings aud 
the most immovable orthodoxy in dogmatic 
thought. No city represented on the list of 
our exchanges appears to have such trouble 
with recusant ministers us she. Her churches 
are taking moral emetics and doctrinal pur­ 
gatives incessantly to get rid of the metaphor 
¡cal monsters that eat out the bowels of her 
ancient faith. The Baptists are sifting Rev 
Florence McCarthy, the Presbyterians are an­ 
alyzing Rev. Prof. Swing, and now' a “Mem­ 
ber of the Rock River Conference” ha3 en 
tered a charge of non-conformity in belief 
against Rev. Mr. Thomas, a Methodist preach­ 
er, who recently defended Mr. Swing. Mr. 
Thomas is not arraigned for standing up for 
ttie Professor, but for certain heresies of 
an older date, which arc now supposed to 
have gone to seed somewhere in the vine­ 
yard of his too expansive soul. Thomas, it 
appears, has gone about for the last fifteen or 
sixteen years, like the traditional Irishman at 
Donaybrook fair, with a verbal cliij) upon his 
shoulder, daring mankind to knock it oil. 
This little feat of “daring do” the Rock River 
man proposes to perform for him. Ah, gen­ 
tlemen, what silly short, while “ the world 
lietli in the wicked one.” 


G oodbye, O ld “ B listers.” 
Don’t take any more stock in steam-engines 
and such things, for a man in Philadelphia 
lias discovered a new motive power to which 
steam is a mere infant. It can be produced 
without fire, electricity, galvanism, chemical 
aflluity or any of those wretched and worn- 
out makeshifts. The new forco is capable of 
exerting a pressure per square inch upon a 
cylinder of not less than from 25,000 to 50,000 
pounds. Many capitalists and scientific men 
already believe in it and experiments are 
about to be made to test the idea on a larger 
scale. The days of steam are numbered and 
some Dickens of to-day will soon be ridiculing 
the rusty locomotives as his predecessor did 
the stage-coaches. Aud this new power comes 
from Philadelphia! a rectangular city which 
t ie world knows of only as the inventor of 
several original rules in political cyphering, 
such, for example, as the famous one of “ Ad 
ditiou, Divison and Silence.” Seriously, after 
having read with 3ome care the details con­ 
cerning the alleged novel motor, we see noth­ 
ing more improbable in it than our fathers 
saw in the insipieut steam-engine and electric- 
telegraph. And, if successful, the schetno 
will revolutionize the system of mechanical 
powers iu the direction of safety aud economy. 
The inventor has labored upon the principle 
involved twenty-live years and the country is 
more interested in the result than he can be 
himself.

The Tribune’s Washington correspondent, 
under date of the 26th inst., after speaking of 
tbc revival of the Williams laudaulet scandal 
in general terms, goes oq to tell how Nesmith 
of Oregon uncovered a passage or two in the 
former life of the Attorney General in his na­ 
tive state. Among other grave impeach­ 
ments, Mr. Nesmith accused Mr. Williams of 
having probably once been glad to ride a fifty 
dollar mule. He does not assert that Williams 
did actually ride such a mule, but cunningly 
leaves it to be inferred from the statement 
that “ lawyers of Mr. Williams’ calibre ” wero 
lad to ride outside of a fifty-dollar mule. Iu 
case diligent investigation should disclose the 
awful truth that the Attorney General did re­ 
ally bestride the back of a hybrid of the value 
named, we are still in the dark as to tho 
amount and kind of contumely thus visited 
upon him. If fifty dollars will buy a good av­ 
erage mule as mules run in Oregon, wo don’t 
see anything worthy of contempt in Williams’ 
having mounted and cavorted about on one. 
If, on the contrary, a fifty-dollar mule is the 
meanest aud most abject of liis unnatural 
tribe, aud if to ride oue indicates poverty of 
mind and purse, tlien it is clear that proof of 
the fact ought to have been presented earlier 
iu the great lawyer’s career. In either case 
we hardly see why Mr. Williams should feel 
hi3 experiences on muleback to be strong log­ 
ical, or physiological, reasons why he should 
desire the softer seat of a cushioned laudaulet. 
Mr. Nesmith ia too vindictive to be closely ar­ 
gumentative iu his satirical assaults upon his 
old enemy. 
Continuing, the Senator from 
Oregon remarked iu reference to the same 
subject,i. <?., Williams’ fraud upon the country 
in buying the $1,600 vehicle with the peoplo’s 
money, “ ‘ Puta beggar on horseback and he’ll 
ride to the devil,’ but before lie could make 
the application Ncgley called him to order for 
making offensive remarks about a govern­ 
ment official. Nesmith was, however, allowed 
to proceed, and said that while he had no ob­ 
jection to the official making the journey re­ 
ferred to in the Spanish proverb lie had 
quoted, he did not waut the government to 
pay for the transportation.” We quote the 
foregoing to attempt the expression of our ad­ 
miration for the readiness and delicacy of Mr. 
Negley iu shielding a prominent government 
official from offensive remarks. Although the 
devil is popularly looked upon in the light of a 
tolerably thick-skinned individual not easily 
upset by the uufrieudly criticisms of his ri­ 
vals, yet the tenderness shown towards him by 
Mr. Negley in warding oft the abusive tirade 
of Nesmith’s ought to be, mid will be, prop­ 
erly rewarded. We must say, nevertheless, 
that Mr. Negley’s loyalty to our rulers seems 
to be at the expense of that cautiou and se­ 
cretiveness w’liich is inseparable from good 
diplomacy. The devil is well understood to 
hold official relations to most governments, 
yet it is not usually deemed good policy to 
make such public proclamation of the fact as 
has been done in tho instance now under no­ 
tice. We must ofteu seek rather to cover 
than to unveil the tracks of power, especially 
when they take the suggestive shape of a 
split hoof. It is often better that our execu­ 
tive officers should suffer a while from lack of 
apology or defence than that they should be 
rendered yet more odious iu the ¿public sight 
from unguarded and over-zealous seusitive- 
nesss in their behalf. Besides, “ the beggar” 
—if Williams be meant by that phrase—is not 
now on horseback, or even, by Nesmith’s own 
confession, on muleback either, but in a car­ 
riage; and can probably trust his colored 
driver not to take him ¡uto any latitude 
warmer than that of Washington will be 
when the inflation mules begin to kick against 
the stone wall of the President’s veto.

We beg to congratulate Mrs. Bishop (whom 
we have not the pleasure of knowing person­ 
ally) on her having at last got the body of her 
husband safe under ground. According to 
the story as told iu the papers, she and her 
husband had not lived together for some years;

A lbany, April 25, 1874. 
Editor Freem an:—As I sat at my attic 
window to-day I chanced to warble a liuo or 
two of the song which runs—“Ol the snow, 
the beautiful snow.” I wasn't sensible of the 
fact that an agriculturist stood upon the side­ 
walk with his coat-tail pockets full of gardeu 
seed, or I should have hesitated to rouse his 
auger. That farmer gazed star-ward to catch 
the iu3piration of the words that I had uttered, 
aud if possible, obtain a glimpse of the man 
who could be so practical as to be of good 
cheer over a snow storm on the 25tli of April. 
I shall uever forget the look that this disciple 
of Cincinnatus gave me. It sent a shudder 
through my frame and I imagined myself in 
tho muzzle of a power sausage cutter, or tied 
to the cross-bars of a Scotch harrow—that 
man looked tbe very image of an executioner. 
Every lineament in his countenance changed 
from sorrow to revenge. He thought I was 
playing upon his feelings—but I wasn't. A 
cloud of steam seemed to rise from every seam 
in his attire, and if his garden seed had just 
then began to sprout in bis coat-tail pockets, 
I know he would have forgivep my thoughtless 
allusion to snow in April. 
So much for the sentiment entertained in 
this viciuity for tho mysterious ways of a kind 
providence. But “rye looks well,” which is a 
consolation, and that will serve to keep up 
the spirits of many an impatient mail who is 
trying on an eighty acre farm “to make both 
ends meet.” By the way, that bill lias passed 
both Houses incorporating the Patrons of 
Husbandry, and if Ulster county farmers de­ 
sire to buy seed, farm implements, <Lc.,cheap, 
they ought to organize a Grange. This move­ 
ment and the currency question,together with 
houe3ty and economy, will be the great ¡3sues 
iu 1876. Gen. Grant has not killed the infla­ 
tion reptile, lie has only scotched it, and the 
power of the west aud the corrupt purposes of 
the solid phalanx of carpet-baggers and scal­ 
awags iu the South will cbaucc to prove form­ 
idable enough to'.test all the strength of tho 
eastern and middle states. It will be an ap­ 
peal to prejudice and ignorance, as against 
justice and intelligence. 
But to legislative work. 1 hardly know 
where I left oil, which doe3 not matter much, 
since nothing of much importance ba3 been 
done except considering the Supply Bill iu the 
Senate and those various rapid transit schemes 
in the House. 
When I first learned that both Houses had 
adopted a resolution to adjourn sine die on 
Thursday, April 30th, I half suspected that loo 
much liaste had beeu made. A vast amount 
of unfinished business remains on the desks 
of members, and it will not do for any party 
to ignore local or general measures simply 
that party capital may be made out the fact of 
a hurried adjournment. 
This Legislature 
will be prepared to adjourn—or ougbt to be — 
by the 7th of May, but it cannot get ready to 
go hence on the 30th inst. I am anticipatin 
a jolly row over the subject, and while the 
Senate has re.soived in caucus not to recon 
sider the vote agreeing to adjourn on the 30th, 
it may liad that puulic necessities will de­ 
mand it. There is no good blood existin 
between the upper and lower brandies, and 
especially has this been manifested over the 
Supply Bill. That Gen. Batcheller and liis 
Committee in the- House spent much lime 
over this bill, cannot be doubted, and it is 
generally conceded that the bill as reported, 
with one or two exceptions, was a very fair 
one.But when it reached the Senate, that 
erudite champiou (?) of retrenchment, Dan. 
Wood, took the knife in baud and lopped oft’ 
many ot the iteuis that were just, aud which 
had received the careful attention of the 
House Committee, among others the claim of 
Mr. llommell, of Ulster, who fell from a cor­ 
ridor in Sing Sing, and which item Mr. Snyder 
succeeded in getting allowed. But this went 
out, as did the $2,000 item for page boys, 
$500,000 for the new Capitol, and—very prop­ 
erly—Bate'ucller’s $50,000 for that Saratoga 
monument. But while the pruning process 
was goiug on at one end of the bill, it is fair 
to assume that it was being “inflated” at the 
other end, since it came out loaded down 
with over half a million dollars more than it 
went out of the House with, aside from the 
heavy curtailments made to which I have 
just alluded. 
Mr. Ray moved to abolish the present new 
Capitol commission, and alter some severe 
discussion all such commissions in the state 
(except oue) were abolished—by the Senate. 
Senator Jacobs tried very hard to make it ap­ 
pear that this action was the result of a Re­ 
publican caucus, but whether so or not, the 
action itself is right. It is the very move your 
correspondent has been urging the Legisla­ 
ture to make for two years, but, until now, no 
journal dared favor it. And why ? because 
the commission is politically powerful; it con­ 
tains men of both parties high in the political 
counsels thereof. But such meu as Gansou 
and Ray (Dems.) are not so easily frightened 
by tho Tammany bugbear. The object of 
the Republicans is to secure parly patronage 
next fall. The solo question is, ¡3 it right to 
have this new Capitol go along another year 
under this incompetent political commission, 
that ha3 become a Ring of itself ? To do so 
will cost the taxpayers dearly, and I [say to 
«very Democrat in either House, that they 
cannot aflord to be guided by the ‘’‘regenerat­ 
ed” Tammany, or auother lash ¡uto voting to 
•U3tain this rotten commission. Rotten be­ 
cause of its incompetence to control the sub­ 
ject as it should be. I am sorry to be com­ 
pelled to add that the House conference com­ 
mittee, as appointed, is almost a unit probab­ 
ly against abolishing this commission. I am 
sorry that Messrs. Weed and Beebe consider 
party and the supposed political purpose of 
Republicans of graver consequence than prop­ 
er action in this matter. The House did 
another good thing in recommending the de­ 
molition of Congress Ilall, which the Senate 
refuses to endorse. These things show that 
we may reasonably anticipate a jolly row ere 
the session closes, and Gov. Dix will not be 
apt to obtain the Supply Bill, after all, until 
the first of May—about .¿the time the Legisla­ 
ture adjourns. The bill—as a whole—h* must 
sign, or the state machine stops for want of 
oil.Rapid transit schemes seem to hang fire. 
Eastman’s bill—or rather Wight’s substitate— 
passed to-day by a good majority, and the 
Third avenue and Vanderbilt’s hang longer 
than the former. I reckon “ tbeboys” wanted 
to b« greased up a little. Caldwell’s scheme 
went through on a jump. It’s been rather a 
raw session so far, so much so in fact that all 
the New York street railway lobbyists, headed 
by Dan Couover, went down several days since 
cursing their luck—and Gov. Dix, who inti­ 
mated one fine day that he wouldn’t sign any 
of their projects, preferring to leave that sub­ 
ject to the Common Couucil of New York un­ 
der a provisiou of the new constitution should 
it be adopted. The House went into the order 
of passing resolutions,ordering red books, civil 
lists,: agricultural reports, &e., to-day, aud 
while the red book (fifty copies each) resolu­ 
tion was lost, w« are promised each a civil 
list and fifteen copies of the State Agricultural 
Report. 
After two years of tiring your correspondent 
is likewise pleased to see that his views con­ 
cerning the tearing down of Congress Hall 
have been endorsed by the House. It turns 
out that this building has cost the state $80,- 
000 ! 11 since 1865, uot a cent having beeu 
paid for it’or its site, the city having present­ 
ed it to the state. The only return ttie state 
has received has been $14,000 from Blake, 
who owe3 $10,000 for rent, even at the nomi­ 
nal price paid for rental. This subject should 
have been investigated, and perhaps we sho’d 
have known how little some Senators and 
state officers pay for their hash.

volunteers. 
Sub*titute3 for drafted parties 
will be accepted.

Railroads 
are allowed to charge for fares 50 per cent, in 
addition to the old gold rales in paper. 
The mail steamer which leaves for Spaiu to 
morrow takes out 450 Carlist prisoners to be 
exchanged.

T H E NATIONAL C A PITA L. 
H elp far L o u ieia u a . 
Wasiiinuton, April 27.—Tho Secretary of 
War has directed tbe issue of 20,000 army ra­ 
tions daily for twenty-five days and also a 
proper supply of army clothing for the use of 
the destitute people in the overflowed region 
about the Mississippi, tbe distribution to be 
made by committees which have been agreed 
upon by the authorities in New Orleans. The 
cost to the government for these issues will 
lie $90,000. 1 The Secretary asked Congress to 
appropriate that amount to meet the expen­ 
ses and the Appropriation Committee to-day 
agreed to report a bill making the necessary 
appropriation and recommend its immediate 
passage. 
THE LATEST FRAUD. 
The hearing before the House Banking Com­ 
mittee to-day of representatives of the New 
York Bank Note Printing Company on appli­ 
cation to have restored to them the printin? 
of notes and fractional currency, of late given 
to the newly organizod Columbian Bank Note 
Company of Washington, developed the fact 
that $30,000 stock of the latter company was 
given to S. P. Smith of New York as a con­ 
sideration of liis influence in providing a con­ 
tract from, the Treasury Department for the 
Columbian Company. 
FINANCIAL MEA SURES. 
The veto message of the President having 
put a new phase upon tbe currency question, 
the introduction of new bills relating to that 
subject lia3 been resumed and a number were 
iutroduccd in the House under the regular 
Monday morning call, and like those intro­ 
duced by unanimous consent during last week, 
were referred to the Committee on Banking 
and Currency. Among them was the bill of 
Poland of Vermont to provide a full system of 
national banking and for tho resumption of 
specie payment. 
Section one repeals all laws limiting the 
amount of circulation to,be issued to national 
banks. 
Section two provides for the issue of circu­ 
lating notes to all associations formed in ac­ 
cordance with existing laws. 
Section threelprovidea.for tho cancellation 
of United States notes to the extent of fifty 
per cent, of the amount of the iucrease of 
national bank notes till outstanding United 
States notes are reduced to $230,000,000. 
Section four authorizes the Secretary, for 
the purpose of retiring legal tender notes, to 
issue bonds not exceeding $400,000,000, re­ 
deemable in coin at pleasure, of the United 
States after twenty and thirty years respect­ 
ively, the further bearing five and the letter 
four and a half per cent, coin interest, paya­ 
ble semi-annually. 
Section live provides for the redemption of 
United States in coin after January 1st, £1875, 
on'pre3entation at the Treasury or any sub- 
Treasury, and that after that date fifty per 
centum of all customs duties may be paid in 
United States notes. 
Section six provides the allowance of inter­ 
est on deposits by one banking association to 
another. 
Mr. Hooper’s bill authorizes a further issue 
of bank notes, but limits the amount issued to 
$1$ per capita of population of any state or 
territory reporting to the census of 1870 and 
provides that not more than one-half of the 
reserves of banks shall consist of the balance 
due from associations for the redemption of 
its notes. 
Lawrence’s bill protides fora resumption of 
specie payment by increase of duties on spir­ 
ituous, vinuous and malt liquors, silks, dia­ 
monds and other articles of luxury ten per 
cent, monthly until increased a hundred per 
cent, above the present rates, duties payable 
in gold, and the accumulation in the Treasury 
thereby of four hundred millions coin for the 
purchase of United States notes. 
A FALSE RUMOR. 
Reports were in circulation to-day that the 
Freedman's Savings Bank had closed its doors, 
but they were unfounded. During the fore­ 
noon a few depositors called at the bank with 
their check books for the purpose of closing 
their accounts, but fearing a run on the insti­ 
tution tho management applied the rule in 
their charter which authorizes tbe bank to 
require sixty days’ notice. Depositors requir­ 
ing money for current business purposes were 
accommodated. 
THE LOCAL LEGISLATION. 
The District of Columbia Legislature met 
and organized to-day, whon Governor Shep­ 
herd sent a message saying in view of the in­ 
vestigation now being conducted by a joint 
committee of Congress appointed to inquire 
into the affairs of the government of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and pending a joint resolu­ 
tion offered in the House of Representatives 
contemplating the temporary suspension of 
the functions of the district Legislature, which 
is also receiving the attention of said commit­ 
tee, it seems that proper respect for the action 
of Congress would indicate the propriety of 
deferring tho Legislature while those subjects 
are under its special consideratien. I there­ 
fore recommend that the legislativo assembly 
adjourn or postpone the transaction of business 
uutil Congress shall have made a formal dis­ 
position of the matter in question. The mes­ 
sage was referred to a special committee. 
more of jayne’s performances. 
Beforo the Ways and Means Committee to­ 
day James E. Caldwell, a jeweller of Philadel­ 
phia, gave his experience with B. G. Jayne. 
A confidential clerk had stolen some papers 
of the firm and handed them over to Jayne, 
when the latter summoned Caldwell to trial 
and informed him, as he did everybody else, 
that bis case was the worst hs (Jayne) ever 
saw; that he never met with a clearer case of 
fraud. The invoices were correct, but in a few 
items commissions of three per cent, instead 
of five were added, involving a loss to the 
government of $984 on invoices of $80,000.—, 
Jayne suggested a compromise for $50,000. 
Thirty-two thousand five hundred dollars was 
paid and tho balance ia «till pending.

EULOGIES ON SUMNER. 
Eulogies on Sumner were delivered by La­ 
mar or Mississippi, Orth of Indiana, Rainey 
of South Carolina, Dawes of Massachusetts, 
Potter of New York, Kelley of Pennsylvania, 
Nesmith of Oregon, G. F. Hoar of Massachu­ 
setts, Conger of Michigan and Phillips of Kan­ 
sas. The longest and most notable speech 
was that of Lamar of Mississippi, who spoke 
as follows: 
Mr. Speaker:—I rise to second the reso­ 
lutions presented by the memLer from Massa­ 
chusetts. I believe that they express a senti­ 
ment which pervades the hearts of all the peo­ 
ple whose representatives are here assembled. 
Strange as in looking back upon the past the 
assertion may seem, impossiblo as it would 
have been ten years ago to make it, it is no 
less true to-day that Mississippi regrets the 
death of Charles Sumner and sincerely unites in 
paying honors to his memory not because of 
the splendor of his intellect, though in him 
was extinguished one of the brightest lights 
which have illumined the councils of the gov­ 
ernment for nearly a quarter of a century; 
not because of the high culture, elegant schol­ 
arship aud varied learning which revealed 
themselves so clearly in all his public eflorts 
as to justify the application to him of John­ 
son’s felicitious expression, “ He touched 
nothing which he did not adorn;” not this, 
though these are qualities by uo means, it is 
to be feared, so common in public places as to 
make their disappearance in even a single 
instance a matter of indifference; but because 
of those peculiar aud strongly marked moral 
traits of his character which gave coloring to 
the whole tenor of liis singularly dramatic 
public career, making him for a long period 
to a large portion of his countrymen the object 
of as deep and passionate hostility as to an­ 
other he was one of enthusiastic admiration, 
and which are not les3 a cause that now unites 
all these parties,so widely differing, in common 
sorrow to-day over his lifeless remains. 
At the conclusion of the eulogies on Senator 
Sumner both houses adjourned, the Senate at 
2:45 and the House at 4:30 r. m.

New York City L egislation. 
New York, April 27.—The Express says 
Samuel J. Tilden. John Kelley ajid other prom­ 
inent Democrats are goiug to Albany to op­ 
pose tiie bill giving Mayor Havemeyer the 
power to appoint and remove all heads of de­ 
partments. The bill consolidating the city 
and county, just passed by the Legislature, is 
opposed by tlie Supervisors on the ground that 
it will result in costly if not endless litigation, 
the city being compelled to assume the debts 
of the eonnty, amounting to several millions. 
No actions can be brought against county of­ 
ficials to recover claims, thu3 effecting a large 
saving to tho county. The bill omits to state 
who is to have charge of the county buildings, 
which are now under control oí Commissioner 
Van Nort of the Board of Public Works. 
EX-CITY TREASURER SPRAGUE* TRIAL. 
The trial of ex-City Treasurer Courtland E. 
Sprague of Brooklyn, indicted for misappro­ 
priating about $150,000 of the city moneys, 
was called to-day in tho .Court of Sessions. 

Francis Kernan 
and Judge Moore are the prisoner’s counsels.

A man giving the name of Henry S. Clark 
was arrested to-day for attempting to pur­ 
chase $9,450 gold from Hoar Brothers, with 
a forged check of Greenbaum Brothers, 
whose clerk Clark claimed to be. lie was de­ 
tected from the fact of being au American, 
while all the employees of Greenbaum wero 
known to be Germans. 
JUDGE DAVIS AND THE HERMAN CASE.

[Kvery law, unless a different time shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the twen­ 
tieth day after the day of its flual passage, as cer- 
tllled by the Secretory of State. Sec. 12, title 4, 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CITAP. 1<9. 
AN ACT to amend the act passed April twenty- 
seventh, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, en­ 
titled “ An act to amend chapter six hundred 
and flfty-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-one, entitled ‘ An act to amend the 
act passed February seventeen, eighteen hun­ 
dred aud forty-eight, entitled • An act to author­ 
ize the formation of corporations for manufac­ 
turing. mining, mechanical or chemical pur­ 
poses,’ ” passed April twentieth, eighteen hun­ 
dred aud seventy-one. 
Passed April 10, 1874. 
The People of the State of AVio York, represented 
in Senate aiul Assembly, du enact as foliotes: 
S e c t io n 1. The lirst section of the act entitled 
“ An act to authorize the formation of corporations 
for manufacturing, mining, mechanical or chemi­ 
cal purposes,” passed February seventeenth, 
eighteen hundred and forty-etght, as amended by 
chapter two hundred and slxty-two of the laws of 
eighteen huudred and llfty-seveu, as amended by 
section two chapter six hundred and flfty-seven of 
the laws of eighteen hundaed and seventy-one, as 
amended by chapter four hundred and twenty-six 
of tlie laws of eighteen hundred and seventy-two, 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
5 1. At any time hereafter, any three or more 
persons who may desire to form a company for the 
purpose of carrying on any kind of manufacturing, 
mining, mechanical or chemical business, or the 
business of printing and publishing books, pamph­ 
lets and newspapers, or the business of preserving 
and dealing in meats, or the business of making 
butter, cheese, concentrated or condensed milk or 
any other products of the dairy, or the business of 
erecting buildings for church sheds or laundry pur 
poses, and the carrying on of laundry business, or 
the business of slaughtering animals, nitty make, 
sign and acknowledge, before some officer compe­ 
tent to take the aeknowledgewent of deeds, and 
flle In the office of the clerk of the county In which 
the business of the company shall be carried on, 
and a duplicate thereof in the office of the Secre­ 
tary of State, a certificate in writing, iu which 
shall be stated the corporate name of the said com­ 
pany and the objects for which the company shall 
be formed, the amount of the eapital stock of the 
said company, the term of its existence (not t j ex­ 
ceed tlfty years), the number of shares of which the 
said stock shall consist, the number of trustees and 
their names, who shall manage the concerns of 
said company for the first year, and the names of 
the town and county in which the operations of the 
said company are to be carried on. 
4 2. The stockholders of any corporation here­ 
after formed under the act hereby amended, or any 
act amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto, 
or extending the operation and effect thereof, 
shall, in addition to the liabilities provided for in 
said acts, be individually responsible, equally and 
ratably, in an amount to the extent of their re 
speetive shares of stoek in such corporation. The 
term stockholder, as used In this section, shall ap 
ply not only to such persons as appear by the books 
of tV:e corporation or association to be such, but 
also to every equitable owner of stock, although 
the same may appear on such books In the name of 
another person ; and also to every person who 
shall have advanced tho Installments or purchase 
money of any stock iu the name of any person un 
der twenty-one years of age, and while such person 
remains a minor, to the extent of such advance 
and also to every guardian or other trustee who 
shall voluntarily invest any trust funds In such 
stock ; and no trust funds'in the hands of such 
guardian or trustee sha'l be iu any way liable urn 
der the provisions of this act and the acts afore 
said, by reason of any such investment, nor shall 
the person for whose benefit any such investment 
may be made, be responsible in respect to such 
stock until thirty days after the time when such 
persons, respectively, become competent and able 
to control aud dispose of the same : bat the guar 
dlan or other trustee making such investment as 
aforesaid shall continue responsible as a stock' 
holder until such responsibility devolves upon the 
person beneficially interested therein ; ami, in re 
speet to stock held by a guardian or other trustee 
under a transfer of the same by a third person ; or 
under positive directions by a third person for 
such Investment, the person making such transfer 
or giving such directions, and his executors and 
administrators, shall, for the purposes of this ai 
and the acts aforesaid, be deemed a stockholder 
and the estate of such person, if he be deceased 
shall be responsible for the debts aud liabilities 
chargeable on sueh stock, according to tho provis 
ion of this act.

Mr. Eorr.tR:—In writing my recollections 
of Handout as it was in 1828 I forgot one 
building which should not be overlooked on 
account of some historic iolerest connected 
with it. 
It was a low, two-story house which 
stood where the building now occupied by 
Messrs. Ramer A Tremper as their office now 
stands. Th* building in 1828-29 was occu­ 
pied by a family named Wood. 
The second 
story was all in one room, witli stairs leading 
to ii from the outside. 
In this room the Sun­ 
day School now eonnected with the Presbyte­ 
rian Church on the corner of Abeei and Wurta 
streets was organized in Juns, 1829, by the 
election of Mr. B. I. Seward (a brother of the 
late William II. Seward) as Superintendent; 
Mrs. Abraham Hasbrouck, Assistant Superin­ 
tendent; Mr. Thomas Ellis, Secretary; Mr. 
Bevier Hasbrouck (a brother to Jansen Has­ 
brouck}, Librarian. 
Mrs. B. I. Seward, Mrs. 
Thomas Ellis, Mrs. J. S. McEtitee. the Misses 
Lydia Terry, Christina Tremper, Cornelia 
Wakeman (afterward the wife of Rev. Doctor 
McCliotock of Drew College fame), Eilcu and 
Mary Bolton, Richard Bolton and myself were 
tho teachers. 
Mr. James S. McEntes was also 
present at that meeting and subscribed the 
largest amount of any pcraou present toward 
tbs purchase of a library aud other necessary 
expenses. 
From that house on the dock the Sunday 
School was removed ia the spring of 1830 to 
tbs old stone farm-house near the mill on the 
ground now occupied by Mr. Jansen Has- 
brouck's earrings house and stables, on the 
corner of Mill street and Hasbrouck avenue. 
Soon after this move Mr. Seward took final 
leave of the Sunday school, Its having received 
un appointment from the Sunday School Union 
to travel and establish Sunday Schools in the 
valley of the MissAsippi. 
That meeting and 
parting. I think, will never bo forgotten by 
those who were present! 
From the old .farm-house the school was, 
some two years after Mr. Seward's departure, 
or in 1832, removed! to a new school houss 
which had been erected on a high ledge of 
rocks at what is now the corner of Wurts and 
Abeel streets. 
Mr. Alexander Snyder was ap- 
pointod Mr. Seward's successor, but Mr. Sny­ 
der haviug. mitered loss and business disar­ 
rangement by fire left Rondout and the duties 
of th* Superintendent of the Sunday School 
were performed for some time by Mrs. Abra­ 
ham Hasbrouck,anti! Deacon Young, a broth­ 
er-in-law to Mr. John Wurts, was appointed 
Mr. Snyder’s successor. 
Deacon Young re­ 
mained in utile* until the appointment of the 
present worthy incumbent, Mr. Walter B. Crane, 
who has bueu the central figure of that In­ 
stitution for the past thirty-eight years, and 
who is more competent to write its history 
titan any person now living.

E l e c t i o n e l A u d i t o r s . 
Tho following bill passed the Assembly on 
the 24th without oppposition: 
Section I. In addition to Hie officers now 
authorized by law to be elected in the several 
towns in the counties of Delaware and Ulster, 
at the next annual town meeting held In any 
of said towns in either of said coonties of 
Delaware and Ulster, after the passage of 
this act, and annually thereafter, three town 
auditors, whose term of office shall continue 
during one year after their election, and who 
shall form the board of town auditors of said 
towns. 
Sec. 2. AH the powers conferred by law 
upon boards of town auditors, and all duties 
required by law to tie performed by such 
boards in relation to the auditing and allow­ 
ance of bills and claims against towns, so 
far as applicable to the said counties of Dela­ 
ware and Ulster, are conferred upon und shall 
be required of the town auditors elected or 
appointed under and pursuant to this set. 
Sec. 3. Such town auditors shall be voted 
for upon the same ballots as other town offi­ 
cers, and the votes for such officers shall bo 
received and canvassed, and their election 
shall be certified in the manner in which the 
votes for other town officer* are received and 
canvassed, and their election certified, ex 
cepting, however, that only two of such audit­ 
ors shall bo voted for on each ballot, and tho 
two persons having the highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected os two of such 
auditors, and the person having the next 
highest number of votes shall he declared 
elected as the other of such auditors. 
Sec. 4. No person so elected shall hold any 
other office in such town during the term for 
which he is elected, and if he shall accept 
anv election or appointment to any other 
office in said town, he shall Immediately cease 
to be a town auditor, and the vacancy in his 
office shall be supplied in the manner herein 
after required. 
Sec. 5. Each of auch town auditors shall he 
entitled to aud shall receive for bis services 
three dollars per day, not exceeding two days 
actually employed by him in the performance 
of the duties of his office. 
In case of any 
vacancy occurring in the board of town 
auditors by the death or removal from tho 
town of any or either of such auditors, or by 
his neglect or refusal lo accept such office, 
the supervisor of tho town in which such va­ 
cancy occurs may appoint some suitable and 
competent person to till such vacancy until 
the next annual town meeting thereafter. 
Sec. C. All acts and parts of acts incon 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 
Sec. 7. This act shall take effect immedi­ 
ately.

Hornbeck is extremely lav­ 
ish of caro ou these animals, and as a borso is 
one of those animals that appreciates care and 
will grow under it, these fleet-footed trotters 
will undoubtedly show a clean pair of heels to 
many an opponent during the coming season. 
A sporting chap has been writing a letter to 
the Turf, Field and Farm, claiming that Major 
King is a 2 :28 horse, and that he made a re­ 
cord of 2 :28 on the half-mile, track at Scho­ 
harie, N. Y.

King is quite a good horse and no disgrace 
to the 2 :28 class, as he made the record with­ 
out a break, and on a half-mile track with 
four short turns.”

ed by John C. Snydam, jind is in the hands of 
one of the best trainers on the Island.

she swings out on the turf during the coming 
season we expect to hear of many a heavy 
purse being put down to the credit of her 
owner. 


ICondout’a f ir s t Su n d ay-Sch o o l. 
Mr. Editor:—In writing my recollections 
ef Rondout as it was in 1828 I forgot one 
building which should not be overlooked on 
account of some historic interest connected 
with it. 
It was a low, two-3tory house which 
stood where tlio building now occupied by 
Messrs. Romer <fc Tremper a3 their office now 
stands. 
The building in 1828-29 was occu­ 
pied by a family named Wood. 
The second 
story was all in one room, with stairs leading 
to it from the outside. 
In this room the Sun­ 
day School now connected with the Presbyte­ 
rian Church on the corner of Abeel and Wurts 
streets was organized in June, 1829, by the 
election of Mr. B. I. Seward (a brother of the 
late William II. Seward) as Superintendent; 
Mrs. Abraham Hasbrouck, Assistant Superin­ 
tendent; Mr. Thomas Ellis, Secretary; Mr. 
Bevier Ilasbrouck (a brother to Jansen H as­ 
brouck), Librarian. 
Mrs. B. I. Seward, Mrs. 
Thomas Ellis, Mrs. J. S. McEntee, the Misses 
Lydia Terry, Christina Tremper, Cornelia 
Wnkeman (afterward the wife of Rev. Doctor 
McClintock of Drew College fame), Ellen and 
Mary Bolton, Richard Bolton and myself were 
the teachers. 
Mr. James S. McEntee was also 
present at that meeting and subscribed the 
largest amount of any person present toward 
the purchase of a library and other necessary 
expenses. 
From that house on the dock the Sunday 
School was removed in the springy»? 1830 to 
the old stone farm-house near the mill on tUe 
ground now occupied by Mr. Jansen Has- 
brouck’s carriage house and stables, on the 
corner of Mill street and Hasbrouck avenue. 
Soon after this move Mr. Seward took final 
leave of the Sunday school, ha having received 
au appointment from the Sunday School Union 
to travel and establish Sunday Schools in the 
valley of the Mississippi. 
That meeting and 
parting, I think, will never be forgotten by 
those who were present! 
From the old .farm-house the school was, 
some two years after Mr. Seward's departure, 
or in 1832, removed] to a new school house 
which had been erected on a high ledge of 
rocks at what is now the corner of Wurts and 
Abeel streets. 
Mr. Alexander Snyder was ap­ 
pointed Mr. Seward's successor, but Mr. Sny­ 
der having] suffered loss and business disar­ 
rangement by fire left Rondout and the duties 
of the Superintendent of the Sunday School 
were performed for som etim e by Mrs. Abra­ 
ham Hasbrouck,until Deacon Young, a broth­ 
er-in-law to Mr. John Wurts, was appointed 
Mr. Snyder’s successor. 
Deacon Young re­ 
mained in office until the appointment of the 
present worthy incumbent, Mr. Walter B. Crane, 
who has been the central figure of that in­ 
stitution for the past thirty-eight years, and 
who is more competent to write its history 
than any person now living.

Schultx, with the skill 
and good taste in which all work at bis shops 
is done. 
George Masten, Schultz’s carriage 
painter, did the decorating, with the exception 
of the scroll-work on the reel, which was done 
by Joseph Tubby, and if all of Mr. Masten’s 
painting didn’t appear as though his last ef­ 
fort was his best we would be constrained to 
remark that George had been throwing him­ 
self wide open on this job. 
The running part 
is a beautiful carmine striped with gold and 
picked out in delicate lines of white, while the 
ground-work of the reel and tool box is a 
claret color with gold scroll-work. <£he paint­ 
ing is very tastefully and beantifuJijMoxecuted, 
and the entire work is a proof tlíat^é® better 
workmen than our own handle tools in this 
country. 
Hereafter when a parade of fire ap­ 
paratus takes place Weber’s boys will have no 
occasion to take a back seat for want of style 
any more than they ever take a rear position 
at a fire on account of lack of ability and 
willingness to do good service.

E le ctio n o f Auditors. 
The following bill passed the Assembly on 
the 24th without oppposition: 
Section 1. In addition to the officers now 
authorized by law to be elected in the several 
towns in the comities of Delaware and Ulster, 
at the next annual town meeting held in any 
of said towns in either of said coanties of 
Delaware and Ulster, after the passage of 
this act, and annually thereafter, three town 
auditors, whose term of office shall continue 
during one year after their election, and who 
shall form the board of town auditors of said 
towns. 
Sec. 2. All the powers conferred by law 
upon boards of town auditors, and all duties 
required by law to be performed by such 
boards in relation to the auditing and allow­ 
ance of bills and claims against towns, so 
far as applicable to the said counties of Dela­ 
ware and Ulster, are conferred upon and shall 
be required of the town auditors elected or 
appointed under and pursuant to this act. 
Sec. 3. Such town auditors shall be voted 
for upon the same ballots as other town offi­ 
cers, and the votes for such officers shall be 
received and canvassed, and their election 
shall be certified in the manner in which the 
votes for other town officers are received and 
canvassed, and their election certified, ex­ 
cepting, however, that only two of such audit­ 
ors shall be voted for on each ballot, and the 
two persons having the highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected as two of such 
auditors, and the person having the next 
highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected as the other of such auditors. 
Sec. 4. No person so elected shall hold any 
other office in such town during the term for 
which he is elected, and if he shall accept 
any election or appointment to any other 
office in said town, he shall immediately cease 
to be a town auditor, and the vacancy in his 
office shall be supplied in the manner herein­ 
after required. 
Sec. 5. Each of such town auditors shall be 
entitled to and shall receive for his services 
three dollars per day, not exceeding two days 
actually employed by him in the performance 
of the duties of his office. 
In case of any 
vacancy occurring in the board of town 
auditors by the death or removal from the 
town of any or either of such auditors, or by 
his neglect or refusal to accept such office, 
the supervisor of tho town in which such va­ 
cancy occurs may appoint some suitable and 
competent person to fill such vacancy until 
the next annual town meeting thereafter. 
Sec. 6. All acta and parts of acts incon­ 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 
Sec. 7. This act shall take effect immedi­ 
ately.

V_^ nance relating to the sidewalks of St. Mary’s 
street, passed April 17th, 1874. 
The Common Council of the city of Kiugston do 
ordain as follows: 
S e c t io n 1. The sidewalk on each side of St. Mary’s 
street, in Bald city, from Hasbrouck avenue to 
Chambers street (said St. Mary’s street having boon 
graded to its full width,) are hereby required to be 
constructed, curbed and guttered in the manner, 
and of the materials, aud within the time herein­ 
after specified. 
5 2. The curbs shall be so set as to give a uuiform 
width of seven feet from the street edge of the curb 
stone to the line of the street. 
5 3. The curbs and gutters shall be laid and set 
according to the grade heretofore established by 
the Common Council, and the curbs on the corners 
of the streets shall be set on the proper curve. 
5 4. The curb-stones shall be at least 20 Inches 
depth and of the usual thickness, and the gutter- 
stones shall be twelve inches wide and of the usual 
thickness. 
5 5. The sidewalks slia'l be flagged, or graveled, 
or covered with any hard material giving a proper 
surface for sidewalks according to the established 
grade, and shall have a rising inclination of one- 
fourth of an inch to each foot from the outer edge 
of the curb-stones toward the building or street 
line.
